The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Downstream burner outlet 4 (P: 5, L: 15-16). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 23 of 
page 6 "ration" should be -ratio-. In regard to the phrase the "preferred range of the 
ratio of the length to the height of the steps 1 1 , 1 1a, 1 1 b is 1 :1 - 7:1 , but can be as large 
as 10:1" (P: 6, L: 20-23) it is not clear in the specification or the figures what is the 
length or height. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by C.W. 
McCreery et al (2,596,341). McCreery et al discloses a premix 18 burner connected to a 
combustion chamber 16 with an outlet or nozzle having four steps (see figure 4) that 
appears to have a length to height ratio of approximately 1 :1 . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mork (4,416,620), J.R. Williams (3,083,759), E. Blaha 
(2,904,108; 2,806,521; and 2,762,428), and F.O. Hess (2,474,313 and 2,339,477) 
disclose premix burners having nozzles with steps having a ratio of approximately 1:1, 
however they have a number of steps greater or less than four.
